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My Gallery of Cfame 


By Otto V. Battles 


I have been asked why I attach so much importance to the 
show end of the pure bred live stock business. In a last year’s 
edition of “The Aberdeen-Angus Journal” I tried to answer this 
question by my article entitled “Are Show Rings Merry-go- 
rounds?” And I might add that I have received more favorable 
comment on that article than any other I have written with the 
possible exception of the one on line breeding which 
appeared a month or so later. But to still further 
clarify my position concerning the importance to the 
industry of fitting and showing some of our best 
animals, it is my honest opinion that from the very 
dawn of live stock improvement, this has been the 
most vital factor in spreading the gospel of better 
farm animals. 

If we go back several hundred years, we will 

find that competitive judging of live stock had its 
origin in the market places of England where it was 
first indulged in as a pass time by drovers while 
waiting for their animals to be sold. It has grown 
from this crude beginning to the fair and live stock 
show of today, and during this process of evolution 
the pure bred industry has expanded and prospered. 
The two have gone hand in hand, each dependent 
on the other. In fact without the exhibitor, we 
would not have a pure bred business worth mention- 
ing today. Why is this true? First, show yard 
competition supplies the main incentive for the con- 
tinued improvement of our animals. Secondly, live 
stock expositions furnish the best possible means of 
presenting our improved stock to the public. They are, in other 
words, the show window of our industry. And last but not least, 
shows provide a meeting place where breeders and others may ex- 
change views and learn of improved methods of production. And 
so I maintain that those who have put their very souls into de- 
veloping by their own efforts the super animals which have stirred 
the enthusiasm of the rank and file of breeders, deserve more than 
ordinary recognition. It has been said that the pure bred live 
stock industry will be just as great and no greater than its herds- 
men. 
' The man chosen as the next candidate for my gallery of fame 
is proud of the title of “herdsman,” notwithstanding that his pres- 
ent position at the University of California embraces a much wider 
field of activities than the term implies. 

In 1905—and it doesn’t seem possible that it was that long 
ago—I was showing three Aberdeen-Angus at the Iowa State Fair, 
my first experience in the show ring. I was just a green farm 
boy, lonely and bewildered, and in all probability a little nervous, 
too, as to the outcome of my venture into this hotbed of compe- 
tition. It was only natural under these circumstances that I should 
welcome the friendship and encouragement of a young Scotsman, 
Alex McDonald, who had very recently arrived in America and 
who was not only lonely, but homesick as well. He was there as 
assistant herdsman for Mr. A. C. Binnie, who was then second 
only to McHenry in Aberdeen-Angus fame. There is little wonder 
under these conditions that the young red headed Scotsman, who 
had the bloom of the moist British countryside still on his cheeks, 
and I hit it off so well and started what subsequently proved to be 
an enduring friendship. 

S we sat around the barns in the evening, he thrilled me by 
modestly relating some of his experiences in his home land. He 
ad grown up in a section of Scotland which was traditionally Ab-

erdeen-Angus, and at a very early age he had helped the herdsman 
in charge of a prominent Aberdeen-Angus herd of which his fath- 
er was manager. He told me of having worked with the then most 
famous bulls in Britain, Delamere and Diaz, Eblito, and Just Rover 
of Morlich. The year before he came to America he had himself 
fitted and showed to first place at the Highland the great two year 
old Margrave of Ballindalloch. At this same show 
the three contending bulls for the championship 
were all bred at Ballindalloch. I recall that Alex 
seemed peculiarly pleased with this accomplishment 
because the judging had been done by an American, 
Colonel M. A. Judy. Years later when I was called 
to Scotland to judge, I heard numerous complimen- 
tary references to Col. Judy’s work as a judge at 
that show. 

Over a luncheon table during the Pacific Inter- 
national Show at Portland last fall, Alex McDonald 
and I were discussing old times and some of the 
great animals we had known. He told me that 
Hileen Lass stood out in his memory as the greatest 
cow he had ever seen, and I replied that I felt the 
same way, at least I remembered her as the most 
beautiful I had ever known. Alex went on to tell 
me of the first time he saw this outstanding cow. 
She was a heifer then and his first impression of 
her was gained under rather unfavorable circum- 
stances. He had just arrived from Scotland and 
gotten off a train at Alta, Iowa, before daylight on 
a bitterly cold morning in January, 1905. Learning 
from the station master that the A. C. Binnie farm where he was 
going to work was on the outskirts of the town, he proceeded to 
walk out there. Arriving before the occupants of the house had 
arisen for the day, he went into one of the barns to get away from 
the biting cold. In looking about the barn, he came upon a heifer 
in a box stall which greatly attracted him, and he said that even 
in the dim light of that early morning he could not mistake her 
as the most beautiful heifer he had ever seen. She appealed to 
him then as having what it takes to make a champion, the style 
of an aristocrat, the carriage of a queen. 

And as all students of Aberdeen-Angus history know, Eileen 
Lass did become a champion, winning the grand championship at 
the International the next year. She also became the ancestress 
through her daughter Black Eileen of the dynasty of Eileenmeres 
which has written such a glorious page in American Aberdeen- 
Angus history. 

In the summer of 1911 Professor Howard Phillips purchased 
from me at Maquoketa, Iowa, a foundation herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus for the University of California, the first Aberdeen-Angus to 
go to a far Western college. Upon Professor Phillip’s inquiry as to 
a good man to accompany the shipment to California and remain 
as herdsman at the University Farm at Davis, my recommenda- 
tion, which was accepted, was Alex McDonald, who was then head 
herdsman for Harvey Hess, of Waterloo, Iowa. And Alex has been 
indispensable at the University Farm ever since. 

I am not familiar, of course, with all of his accomplishments, 
but I can recall enough to fill a good sized book, and here are a 


few of them: Winning the grand championship on an Aberdeen- 


Angus steer at the Panama Pacific International Exposition at 
San Francisco in 1915, being the first time that an Aberdeen-An- 
gus had won on the Pacific Coast; winning the grand championship

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A Knotty Problem 


A subscriber who is using an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull on a mixed group of cows— 
Shorthorn, Holstein and Aberdeen-Angus 
grades—is so well pleased with the results 
that he is using the Aberdeen-Angus bull 
back on his own daughters. The result in 
this case is most satisfactory. Because of 
the fact that his bull carries the desired 
characteristics for the production of good 
commercial feeding cattle this subscriber 
hesitates about changing to another bull 
and wants to know how much further he can 
safely go. In our humble opinion it is time 
to search for another bull to follow the one 
now in service. It may be perfectly safe 
to use this bull for another cross, which 
should establish his most desired character- 
istics pretty well in the cows and heifers 
that are to be retained as the future breed- 
ing herd. However it is well always to se- 
lect a young bull and give him a trial be- 
fore discarding a tried and proven sire. 
When a herd reaches that place where the 
granddaughters are of breeding age it 
should be sufficiently large to support «wo 
herd bulls—that’s not only good business 
but it’s insurance that can not be purchased 
in any other way. Personally I would nev- 
er, except through death of the tried sire 
that is giving highly satisfactory results, 
discard that sire until I had found another 
that would work improvement on the prog- 
eny of that tried sire. In this way one nev- 
er loses a calf crop to a poor breeder, and 
this protects the standard already estab- 
lished. A poor breeder might easily raise 
havoc with all that has been previously ac- 
complished. I should say keep the old bull 
on his same harem, and find a good young 
bull to use on his heifers before discarding 
him.

Southern Iowa Breeders Organize 


To Promote the Breed in Centerville Area 


By Fred Hahne 


St. Patrick’s Day had scarcely gone into 
history when the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
in the vicinity of Centerville, Iowa, one of 
the best adapted cattle growing sectors of 
the state, met and organized what is to be 
known as the Southern Iowa Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders Association. The matter had 
been brewing for some time. Several letters 
and personal visits had passed between Mr. 
J. E. Brorby and myself in an endeavor to 
select a date for the meeting that would 
permit our getting together at Centerville 
a representative group of breeders. Some 
twenty men met at the Association of Com- 
merce offices on the evening of March 18th, 
discussed whether there were enough breed- 
ers to support such an organization, and be- 
fore the evening had passed, adopted a set 
of rules and regulations, and were on their 
way to do something for the breed. 

A careful canvass among those present 
revealed the fact that about seventy-five 
men in that vicinity had Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle on their farms, either registered or 
commercial cattle. Wisely it was decided 


that all breeders whether pure bred or com- © 


mercial producers should be organized into 
a single unit for the purpose of working out 
the best possible program for marketing 


- their surplus cattle. 


It appears that there are scarcely enough 
breeders of registered cattle to stage a sale, 
at least not this spring, however, such a sale 
is under consideration for next fall. The 
important thought in mind was to work out 


a program that would properly place before 
the purchasers of feeder cattle the annuai 
calf crop grown in this vicinity. It is quite 
possible that the calves will be assem- 
bled at a point, sorted and sold at auction 
next fall. Such procedure will reap a two 
fold benefit. First it will give the smaller 
breeders an opportunity to combine their 
efforts to dispose of the crop all one day. 
Various ages and weights can be assembled 
in that many groups and sold to better ad- 
vantage than should one man attempt to 
dispose of his holdings varying in age to a 
single buyer. Secondly The Journal is of 
the opinion that the breeders in Southern 
Iowa will find this an ideal setup and buyers 
will appreciate the opportunity to bid on 
graded loads. It appears further that this 
area will and does produce 1500 to 2000 
Aberdeen-Angus commercial calves annual- 
ly. Such a market will encourage other 
farmers to breed Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
and thus increase the drawing power of this 
territory. 

The one thing that will either make or 
frustrate the idea depends entirely upon the 
kind and quality of herd bulls kept in ser- 
vice. The fact that most of these men are 
using high class breeding bulls on their 
commercial herds insures the success of the 
association. Another suggestion is that 
these commercial producers constantly keep 
improving the quality of the bulls in ser- 
vice. That will furnish an incentive to the 
registered Aber- (Please turn to page 28

Is Individuality the Sole Factor in Building a Herd 


By Gay Quammen 


It is our opinion that the answer must be 
definitely no. Whether we consider the 
sales of breeding cattle or the mere breed- 
ing of them for quality, the answer is al- 
ways, no. 

First, in answer to such a question, how 
often do we see a good individual that is 
not well bred. By “well bred” we mean, an 
animal whose sire or dam, or whose grand- 
sire or grandam was an individual that had 
a claim to fame by reason of individual 
winnings, or in the get or produce of it at 
some show. We are not stressing families, 
although, we admit a preference for some 
over others. Reason for which, we believe 
is that certain tribes have been in the hands 
of more progressive breeders, more careful 
breeders, if you will, men, who care enough 
about their cattle to use a good bull and who 
develop the calves to the best advantage. 
Occasionally, we see a low set thickly made 
good individual that seems to have more or 
less just happened. Yet, upon checking the 
pedigree, we find that somewhere, and not 
very far back, is one or more bulls, or fe- 
males that had just right to some claim of 
distinction. 

With all of the new breeders entering 
into the business, it might be well to men- 
tion a pedigree, its value and the pleasure 
to be gained from purchasing with the aim 
of getting resuits favorable economically 
and from the angle of self satisfaction other 
than the profitable sale of produce. 

On this page we offer a pedigree. This 
particular bull is not a son of a grand cham- 
pion at Chicago. His dam was never a 
grand champion. Nor were either of his 
grandsires or grandams. But, is the pedi- 
gree one that interests a good breeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus, one that holds the respect

Visitors to past Maryland Sales will ad- 
mit that each event has offered some very 
well bred, nicely fitted, high quality breed- 
ing cattle. That these cattle have returned 
to their owners a good profit is but an in- 
dication of the investment value of good 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle today. 
There is room in Maryland for many more 
new herds, but, and we think that Mary- 
land breeders will agree, there is room in 
the herds already established for more of 
the real toppy kind of breeding cows. As 
each sale has so well demonstrated the 
premium paid for the right kind, so has 
each sale revealed the fact that cattle less 
well bred, less carefully developed, with 
less quality, have returned proportionately 
less money. 

Maryland breeders have noticed the 
above facts and each year’s offering has 
proven to be better than that of the prev- 
ious year. The 1940 Sale will offer by far 
the greatest lot of young breeding cattle 
that Maryland breeders have permitted 10 
leave their comparatively new herds. Dif- 
ferent breeders are always striving to at- 
tain the “top” of the sale, and this compet- 
itive spirit has much to do with the class 
and quality of the cattle that can be pur- 
chased in this sale.

Greenville, Ohio, where the farms of Ira 
Wagner and Son are located, was the next 
stop.

These enthusiastic breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have recently organized 
themselves into the Northeast Missouri As- 
sociation and a part of their program for 
1940 as accepted by the members in their 
meeting last winter was to hold a sale in the 
spring. The offering will consist of sixty 
head of carefully selected cattle from the 
herds of the members who are consigning.

Since it is an offering of top individuals 
from the nineteen herds that are consigning, 
the sale will interest the attention of every 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in this 
part of the country. Many of the leading 
families of the breed are represented in 
the blood lines that are offered in this com- 
ing consignment sale. In fact these herds 
have furnished some of the foundation stock 
for a good many of the herds in this terri- 
tory. But you would expect to find good 
cattle here as this is the grass section of 
Missouri. The topography of the area is 
for the most part rolling and this has de- 
veloped a type of farming that will utilize 
the grass and hay produced on these farms 
and over a long period of time cattle has 
been one of the principal sources of income 
of farms in this area. This statement about 
the type of farming and the grass that is 
produced in this section is borne out by the 
tact that the seven counties represented in 
this Northeast Missouri Association has 
more than eight hundred head of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in their herds.

Louisiana and Texas Cattle Men Vie for Ownership

ioneer in any industry belongs 
yh for success that may follow. 
With the passing of the tick in the gulf 
rea of Louisiana, a section noted for the 
production of high class rice and top cot- 
ton, the opportunity came for some man 
to blaze a way to a successful cattle indus- 
try. Necessarily the great expanse of 
swamp land pastures combined with the 
rice field pastures lent encouragement to 
expand and produce a higher quality of 
beef cattle. Long have the people of that 
area been engaged in the cattle industry, 
and on an extensive scale. The severe los- 
ses from tick fever hindered the proper de- 
velopment of the business. The work that 
Mr. A. R. McBurney has been doing and is 
today actively engaged in promoting is per- 
haps one of the most outstanding pieces of 
promotional work being attempted any 
where in the United States. 

Realizing the advantages of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle over all other breeds in the 
South Mr. McBurney started to promote 
the breed soon after the tick eradication 
program made_ the work reasonably safe 
and sound. He has distributed several 
thousand Aberdeen-Angus bulls in the vi- 
cinity of Welsh, Louisiana, and these bulls 
are doing so well for the cattlemen of that 
area that it seems to me there will be no 
end to this process until all the cattle in 
the gulf section are black, and then the de- 
mand for better and better quality will only 
enhance the opportunities for those who 
breed better registered cattle to make their 
business more profitable. 

The very fact that cattlemen who have 
been using Aberdeen-Angus bulls on their 
native mixed-bred cattle successfully is 
showing the way for others to make their 
businesses more profitable. These gentle- 
men have been selling their grade calves 
through Mr. McBurney’s sale barn, at hand- 
some margins over native stock. In fact 
the calves are coming black and without 
horns, many of them have been going to 
northern feed lots where they have made 
good money for their feeders. Some forty- 
three carloads of grade calves were shipped 
from this one sale center last fall. These 
grade calves are weighing more pounds and 
they are selling from two to three cents 
per pound above the native calves. Fifty 
to one hundred pounds more weight and 
two to three cents per pound more money 
makes an attractive margin for the man 
with a few head as well as the man with 
thousands to sell. By the way there are 
many ranches in that section where as 
many as two hundred to two hundred fifty 
bulls are in service all the time, some even 
more. Mention this just to give some idea 
as to the magnitude of this southern beef 
business. 


It was not until this spring that Mr. Mc- 
Burney gathered grit sufficient to stage a 
pure bred registered Aberdeen-Angus sale. 
That his determination to hold this sale was 
appreciated is evidenced by the fact that 
the bidding was fast and the cattle passed 
to new hands at very satisfactory prices. 
Jouisiana breeders managed to keep most 
of the cattie within their own state. How- 
ever Mr. A. T. McDannal, of Houston, Tex- 
#8, proved a most successful bidder, pro- 
curing at least eight head of the females 
listed. Several Texas folk were on hand 
and did a goodly amount of bidding, indi- 
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cating the rapidly growing popularity of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the Lone Star 
state. 

Mr. W. Broussard, Gueydan, Louisiana, 
got three head of registered Aberdeen-An- 
gus including the top bull, Cora’s Revolu- 
tion 2d 544453, a two year old son of the 
great breeding bull Revolution 3d of Strath- 
more, by the International grand champion 
Revolution 100th (both being in service at 
the Kershaw ranch in Oklahoma at this 
time), the price being $310.00. He also 
took the top cow, Merle 554585, also a two 
year old, at $225.00. She being an intense- 
ly Blackcap Revolution bred heifer of good 
type, conformation, balance and quality, the 
makings of a fine brood cow, that should 
nick exceptionally well with this top bull. 

Among the strong contenders were Frank 
Godchaux, Jr., and Joe Petitjean, both of 
whom secured a few head each. Mr. J. H. 
Green, of Crocket, Texas, got a fine Revo- 
lution bred heifer in Lot 41, Meredith of 
Welsh 544592. At the conclusion of the 
catalogued sale, Mr. McBurney brought in 
fourteen head of yearling pure bred bulls 
that sold at an average of $156.60 per head. 
Immediately following the pure bred sale 
some one hundred head of high grade Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls and heifers, 1939 calves, 
were sold in lots of two to eleven each at 
prices ranging from $95.00 to $117.50 per 
head for the bulls, with the heifers selling 
just under that level. Just another indi- 
cation that the cattle men of Louisiana are 
not alone interested in, but determined to 
improve the quality of their beef cattle as 
quickly as possible. When the sale had 
finished Mr. McBurney did not own a sin- 
gle Aberdeen-Angus bull aside from his 
own herd bulls. Since that time he has sold 
a couple more carloads of bulls. 

Col. I. V. Lemoine and Chas. H. Seter, 
conducted the auction in a pleasing and 
most satisfactory manner.

; rnational in 1916, thus demon- 
ae = the first time that Pacific 
Coast bred and fed cattle could compete 
successfully with those of the Corn Belt, 
ond it might be well to state here that all 
of the cattle that have been shown by the 
University of California have been of its 
own breeding; winning in 1917 the grand 
championship and reserve championship on 
steers at the Pacific International at Port- 
land, the first time that an Aberdeen-An- 
gus had won in the Pacific Northwest; in 
1918 winning reserve champion _yearling 
and reserve champion calf at Chicago; in 
1919 at Chicago champion and reserve 
champion Aberdeen-Angus steer, champion 
yearling, and reserve grand champion of 
the show, also the champion group of five 
head. And again at Portland in 1920, Alex 
showed the grand champion steer and the 
reserve grand champion steer. Nineteen 
hundred and twenty-one found him again at 
Chicago with the champion Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer, champion grade and crossbred, 
reserve champion calf, champion herd of 


the show, best five head, and the grand 
championship on the blue grey heifer, Lula 
Mayflower, this being the only time in the 
history of the International Show that a 
heifer has won this coveted honor. In 1922, 
he won the grand champion herd at Chi- 
cago with three Aberdeen-Angus steers. 
And in 1927 he had the grand champion 
steer again at Chicago on California Stamp, 
and in 1932 he won the light weight cham- 
pionship on California Sportsman. 

Thus in seven years of showing at Chi- 
cago and under the handicap of bringing 
his animals all the way from the Pacific 
Coast, Alex McDonald won three steer 
grand championships and two steer reserve 
grand championships, besides numerous 
group winnings. And if anyone thinks that 
was easy, he has another thought coming. 
I know, because I have tried. 

This Alex McDonald is a versatile chap. 
He has not only hung up a great record as 
a breeder, fitter, and showman, but is in- 
ternationally recognized as an expert judge, 
as an instructor, and as a lecturer on live 
stock subjects. I recall showing under him 
at San Francisco in 1919, the first time he 
had ever judged. Since then, he has judg- 
ed to the utmost satisfaction of the exhibi- 
tors at such shows as the Chicago Interna- 
tional, Canadian Royal Winter Fair at Tor- 
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onto, steers and some breed of breeding 
cattle at the Pacific International for ten 
consecutive years, and in the same capacity 
for four consecutive years at Los Angeles, 
and also several times at Ogden and Cal- 


gary. 


I remember a little over a year ago at 
Treasure Island how I marveled at the ease 
with which Alex McDonald judged the 
astoundingly large Hereford classes at that 
great show. It was without a doubt the 
largest collection of breeding cattle that has 
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ever been assembled at one show on the Am- 
erican continent. All of the top Hereford 
herds of the United States and Canada were 
tnere. There had been considerable specu- 
lation as to whether there was a man with 
the ability to satisfactorily perform the 
task of judging and stand the physical 
strain also. The responsibility was tre- 
mendous. Out of all of the recognized 
judges of the country, Alex McDonald was 
chosen as the man best qualified to meet 
these exacting requirements, and he did the 
job so well, that to my knowledge there 
was not a dissatisfied exhibitor. 


To further substantiate a statement made 
in my introductory remarks on this subject 
in my last article, which was that herds- 
men will endure most any hardship if it is 
for the welfare of their animals, I want to 
mention one more incident with which I am 
familiar in the career of Alex McDonald. In 
1916 when Alex showed California Favorite 
to the grand championship at Chicago, the 
weather was quite warm for that time of 
the year, and this great steer, having been 
used all of his life to the invigorating air 
currents off the Pacific Ocean, was not do- 
ing very well in the stuffy atmosphere of 
the International Show barns. The night 
before he was to be shown, Alex was wor- 
ried about this and discussed the matter 
with the ever alert R. J. Kinzer, who sug- 
gested that it would be cooler in the nurse 
cow’s quarters. And so Alex quietly took 
California Favorite down there and remain- 
ed with him all night to be sure that he 
was comfortable. The next morning, con- 
siderably refreshed, the steer went into the 
show ring and won.
